Soul of Humanity

them atarve,’ 

“But the soul of the American peo- 
ple is the soul of humanity, the soul 
of the Red Cross. The thing which 
induced America to go into the war 
was that all decent peopleof the world 
might forever put down tyrrany. Is 
this ,thing for which America has 
sacrificed, fought and bled to be lost 
now in a sameful display of political 
selfishness? 

“Let us be red-blooded Americans 
and have the stamina to stick up for 
the thing for which we fought for a 
year and a’ half.”

The list might be endless. But 
there can be no cost-cutting without 
a parallel’ cut of service to which 


nice round figure, take thirty per 
cent of it, call it gross profit, and 
ask the merchant why he is not satis- 
fied with a return of this amount. 
Usually the merchant would not only 
be satisfied, but delighted, to make 
such a return. But in demanding a 
standard profit of 30 per cent such 
reformers are either hypocritical or 
utterly ignorant of the business they | 
are dealing with, because they know, 
or should know that a standard 30 
per cent profit means an actual profit 
of anywhere from nothing to 25 per 
cent! 

The reason -for this is that a stand- 
ard profit is not a guaranteed profit. 
The men who are attempting to run 
the retailer's business do not prom- 
ise that he will get 30 per cent on 
all lines. They merely protest that 
he shall not make more than 30 per 
cent. x 

We hope it is conceded that the 
retailer earns his living. After earn- 
ing it, is he to be juggled out of it 
by the political catch-phrase of a 
“standard profit’? 

If we paid our railroad ongineers 
and bricklayers after the manner that 
it is sugegsted retailers be compen- 
sated, it would go something like 
this: First, we would decide the 
smallest amount on .which the brick- 
layer could live and keep his work- 
ing strength; then we would. fix that 
as the highest amount he might re- 
ceive in one week; then’ some weeks 
we would pay him, other. weeks we 
wouldn't, 

We predict that a bricklayer would 
not like such an arrangement. The 
only’ sort of standardized income “we 
ever hear applied to a bricklayer or 
a garment worker was a minimum 
standard; the maximum, never! 

If the retailer is to collect the liv- 
ing he earns, he must do it in his 
own way—a high percentage on arti- 
cles which require risk and a high 
grade of service; a low percentage, 
or none<at all, on articles which have 
outworn their value or which re- 
quire no service to sell. 

After all, the basest profiteering 
retailer is only doing what the brick- 
layer and every: wage-earner ts doing 
—buying in the lowest market and 
selling in the highest—with the dif-

Declines Offer 


“Hoover had the opportunity, if he 
would do as Astor did, and become 
an English citizen, of having his 
name prefixed with ‘Sir,’ but he 
said, “I would rather be an Ameri- 
can citizen and work for the United 
States government for one dollar a 
year, than an English citizen for 
ten million dollars a year and be 
called Sir.’” : 

The speaker went on to tell how 
at the outbreak of the great war, 
while engaged in an engineering pro- 
ject, he organized an efficient sys- 
tem for the aid of Americans strand- 
ed by the attack on Belgium before 
the red tape of the government in 
this country had even commenced 
to unwind and how his activities in 
this ‘way led naturally to his. selec- 
tion by President Wilson to handle 
the food situation when America en- 
tered the war, and which he accom- 
plished with as much success as had 
met his efforts in engineering lines 
previously. 

Hoover's Success 

“And wherein lies his success? It 
is because he does not compel any 
one to do a single thing. He simply 
says, ‘This ought to be done,’ and 
‘That ought not to be done.’ 

“When Hoover w made food ad- 
ministrator he was first confronted 
with the task of securing forty mil- 
lion bushels of wheat for the starv- 
ing people of Europe and “for the 
soldiers in the trenches. A survey 
of the wheat situation in the United 
States showed but fifteen million 
bushels available. Hoover was ap- 
parently confronted with the impés- 
sible. What did he do?* He* appeal- 
ed to the womanhood of America, 
asked the women to use a@ little less 
for their own households that they 
might give some to the snffering 
women and children of the allied na- 
tions and to our own soldiers, with 
the result that he got yot forty, but 
eighty- million bushels. 

“Hoover's business has always been 
to build up. Is he not therefore bet- 
ter fitted to become president than 
his nearest competitor in California, 
whose business, as a lawyer, has 
always been fo tear down?” Mr. Lin- 
coln is himself a lawyer. 

In referring to the League of Na- 
tions,, Mr. Lincoln drew a compari- 
son between it and the ‘American 
Constitution, pointing out that as is 
the case today there were men whe 
were opposed to signing for fear that 
at some future time a condition 
might arise which had not been suf- 
ficiently considered iff the document. 

“We find the same condition today, 
and as a result America stands to- 
day as the only nation in the world 
still at war with Germany, the only

Would Be Sufficient 


Mr. Lincoln went on to speak of 
the injustice of the excess profits 
tax, which Mr. Hoover said never 
should have been enacted after the 
armistice was signed, and how, as 
a result of it, the consumer is now 
paying and will continue to pay until 
it-is repealed. He declared that Mr. 
Hoover favors only three kinds of 
taxation—inheritance tax, corporation 
tax and regular taxes with personal 
property exemption—which he declar- 
ed would be sufficient if the United 
States adopted the budegt system, 
as advocated by Hoover. 2 
“No business of any consequence 
ever got along without the budget 
system, and yet this government has 
never had,” declared the speaker. 

“If Hoover is elected to the presi- 
dency of the United States I believe 
that he will carry out the principles 
for whieh Abraham Lincoln worked 
and died and to which he referred 
to eloquently in his famous Gettys- 
burg speech: “Government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple, that freedom may not perish 
from this earth.” 

Favors League of Nations 


“Even if Mr. Hoover had no other 
superiorities over his California com- 
petitor, the mere fact that he favors 
the League of Nations should be suf- 
ficient. 

“I @annot conceive of any man who 
calls himself an American setting 
himself up and saying ‘The League 
of Nations shall not be. I -fagbid.’ 
“Hoover has .been all over the 
orld and he says that unless we 
adopt a@he league covenant Europe 
will suffer as no country ever suf- 
fered before. If America joins the 
League of. Nations there will be put 
one head and that head America. 

‘If America does not join the Lea- 
gue of Nations, there will be none in 
fact. It will mean that we must 
face the possibility of # war * with 
Japan, of a war with England and 
more than ‘probably another 
with Germany. 

Are We Afraid? 

“Are we afraid to sit with the 
other nations of the world and talk 
things over? The league is nothing 
more than nine men around a table, 
and where McGregor sits, there is 
the head of the table.” 

In introducing the speaker of the

Interehurch World Movement 
Natural Growth of Tendency 
to Eliminate Waste. 


AVOIDS USELESS COMPETITION 


Religious Financiering Revolutionized 
by Success of Men and Millions 
Movement and Co-operation 
Is Result. 


The Interchurch World Movement of 
North America is an attempt by for- 
ward-looking leaders of the various 
svangelical denominations of the 
United States and Canada to co- 
ordinate the resources of men, money 
and material of Protestant America. 

Historically it is the logical out- 
growth of a tendency of the national 
boards in each denomination to form 
working alliances among themselves, 
in which each board shal! preserve its 
identity and control its own personnel 
and treasury. 

In former times, the home mission 
society, #he foreign mission society, 
the church extension society and the 
various philanthropic and eleemosyn- 
ary sgencies of any denomination con- 
ducted their affairs independently of 
one another. Each surveyed its own 
restricted territory, prepared a budget 
of money and workers for its own 
purpose and made its own appeal to 
its constituency for support. 

This could only mean that these 
agencies were more or less..in com- 
petition. with one another; that there 
were waste and duplication of work 
and money, and that among them all 
some work was neglected and some 
denominational resources were §en- 
tirely overlooked. Because of their 
specialized training, the leaders of 
each agency regarded themselves as 
peculiarly fitted for their tasks, and 
jealously regarded attempts at outside 
interference, 

After decades of such’ haphazard 
methods, the leaders of one denomina- 
tion decided on an experiment. They 
thought it would be possible for the 
agencies to get together for a common 
study of all the opportunities and re- 
sources of their brotherhood, to make 
out a unified budget of men and money, 
and to conduct a concerted appeal for 
funds. It was made clear that each 
constituent board should = preserve 
complete autonomy. 

When the board representatives met 
they found it possible to eliminate a 
great amount of organization ex- 
pense’. They ultimately worked out a 
budget and plan of campaign that was 
satisfactory to all. This resulted in 
the famous ‘Men and Millions Move- 
ment” of the Disciples of Christ, which 
brought in what was then considered 
the staggering sum of $6,300,000 for a 
five-year program. The members of 
the communion were so pleased with 
this business-like method of conduct- 
lng affairs that they contributed even 
more scuerously ihan had been ex- 
pected, 

The success of this enterprise revo- 
lutionized the whole business of 
church financieriug. The other great 
denominations immediately adopted 


the plan. The denominational associa- | 


tions have come to be known as “for- 
ward movements,” and some thirty of 
them are in existence today. Each one 
has clarified all the information in re- 
lation to enterprise within the denomi- 
nation, and has reduced the business 
of collecting and spending money to a 
science.

CEMETERY OF THE FUTURE 


Gevernment Scientist Draws Pleasing 
Picture of Resting Places of 
Loved Ones Gone Before. 

Cemeteries are not cheerful places. 
Burial lots are cared for during two 
or three generations and then _ too 
commonly are neglected. Weeds cover 
the graves and fallen tombstones are 
allowed to lie. The long-dead are for- 
gotten. 

Dr. David’ Fairchild, a distinguished 
government scientist, urges a new de- 
parture. He thinks that cemeteries 
should be made attractive and that 
the principal feature of a great city 
burying ground ought to be a beautiful 
building somewhat resembling a li- 
brary, with alcoves and quiet nooks. 

Instgad of book-stacks it would have 
fireprgof vaults containing personal 
records of members of the families 
whose lost ones are buried under flat 
stones amfd the charming surround- 
ings of a vast garden.’ These records 
would include all kinds of data relat- 
ing to the dead—accounts of their 
most noteworthy doings, photographs, 

“Cannot you imagine,” says Dr. 
Fairchild, “strolling into the hall of 
the dead, -to find there, in their proper 
place, all of the personal records of 
your family for generations back? 
There are the photographs of Jour 
grandparents, of departed uncles and 
aunts, or little ones who did not live 
to grow up, al! with stories of their 
lives attached and letters and anec- 
dotes. 

“With these might be preserved 
phonographic records of the voices of 
the dead, so that they could be heard 
to talk; and rooms might be fitted up 





<for privately viewing moving pictures 


of the departed, who would thusly*be 
made to ‘come aiive again.’ ” 

The dead could thus be made, in a 
sense, to live on indefinitely. Between 
the living generation and the past 
would be established a definite and 
permanent tie. 


PEARL MOSQUE WELL NAMED 


Structure at Agra, India, Admittedly 
One of the Most Beautiful 
in the World. 

Among the most beautiful of Shah 
Jahan’s sculptured monuments is the 
Pearl mosque at Agra. The entrance 
gateway of red sandstone contrasts 
pffectively with the Interior of white 
and blue-veined marble. An inscrip 
tion In letters of black marble states 
that this mosque may be likened to a

The Indian influence upon Mahome- 
tan architecture of this period ts—evi- 
denced in the lotus petal cap decorat- 
ing the domes and in the purely Hindu 
finials, legtimate Mahometan mosques 
bearing instead the simple spire, with 
the star and crescent. The follated 
rehes come from a Buddhist source, 
symbolizing the lotus-leaf shaped aura 
around the body of Gautama. The 
pointed upper foliation ts derived from 
the shape of the ‘eaf of the bodhi, or 
pipul tree, under which Gautama at- 
tained to enlightenment and Budda- 
hood, and {s commonly used tn Bud- 
dhist {dolatry to indicate the nimbus 
around the head. 

The master builders of Mogul days 
were chiefly Indians from Bengal, and 
since they were artists and artisans 
rather than mechanical workers much 
of the inspiration of the architecture 
of this period must be accredited to 
them.
